Cllr Aslam Khan, portfolio holder 
for heath at Luton Borough Council, 
welcomed the news, saying: “It’s 
really good that we’re getting a lot of 
positive investment so we can pro¬ 
vide a top quality healthcare service 
for the people of Luton. 

“If you look at it, the building is 
outdated and even the newer build¬ 
ings are around 20 years old, and 
some of the rooms are not git for 
purpose. 

“It’s necessary to upgrade as while 
illnesses get more complex, we need 
new facilities to treat them.” 

Measures have been taken to 
ensure public disruption is kept to a 
minimum both during and after the 
construction of the hospital, includ¬ 
ing a traffic plan, a parking and 
accesses assessment and a new 
travel plan. 


PLANS for a state-of-the-art hospi¬ 
tal revamp have been given the 
green light. 

Planning permission for the new 
Luton and Dunstable Hospital was 
granted on Wednesday, in what will 
be a big leap forward for health pro¬ 
vision in the town. 

The £150m plan for Luton and 
Dunstable Hospital will see a re¬ 
development which includes new 
critical care facilities, operating the¬ 
atres and a neonatal intensive care 
unit. 

The hospital will also create a new 
main entrance, which will give 
patients and visitors easier access. 

It is hoped that all work will be 
completed by 2020.

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A spokesman for Luton and 
Dunstable Hospital said: ““We 
will be working with the council 
to ensure that the impact of the 
redevelopment project is man¬ 
aged effectively and that meas¬ 
ures are implemented to protect 
the amenity of local residents. 

“We have worked with local 
residents throughout the plan¬ 
ning process, and will continue 
to do so during construction 
and beyond.” 

Promises have also been made 
to fix the traffic problems around 
the hospital, in particular with the 
bus stop on Lewsey Road. 

Rod Black, Highways Development 
Control Manager for Luton Borough 
Council said: “Issues are well docu¬ 
mented, particularly around park¬ 
ing, with Lewsey Road. 


“Sometimes 
vehicles wanting to get into the hos¬ 
pital queue down to and through the 
bus stop, meaning they have to stop 
in the middle of the road. 

“This will be addressed by the con¬ 
struction of a new on-site multi¬ 
storey car park.” 


Kids’ terror 
hearings on 
the increase 

NINETEEN children were last 
year referred to a panel which 
assesses those at risk from radi- 
calisation, Luton on Sunday can 
reveal. 

The Channel panel, part of the 
anti-terror Prevent programme, 
dealt with the cases following a 
multi-agency effort to tackle 
Islamic extremism, according to 
2014/15 report by the Luton 
Safeguarding Board. 

In 2013/14 the panel dealt with 
11 cases and Luton Borough 
Council said the increase in 
referrals was due to a greater 
awareness of the support for 
people ‘identified as being vul¬ 
nerable to radicalisation’. 

Over the last few months a 
number of individuals from the 
town have been jailed for terror 
offences. 

Last week Bedfordshire Police 
chief constable Ion Boutcher 
Luton’s communities were ‘play¬ 
ing an active role in driving out 
extremists’. 

He said: “We have seen people 
forcing extremists away from 
mosques, challenging them in 
the street - all to ensure Luton 
stays a safe and vibrant town.” 

Ishaq Qazi, from the Luton 
Council of Mosques, said the 
town’s Muslim community made 
its ‘due contribution’ to tackling 
extremism but added he was 
‘surprised and quite concerned’ 
by the number of referrals. 

He said: “The problem with 
Channel is that it is shrouded in 
secrecy and as a consequence it 
has an untrustworthy percep¬ 
tion. This being so, initiatives 
like Channel and Prevent need 
to be more transparent and 
engaging.”

Man given life for ‘callous 
and cowardly’ attack on ex

AN EX-UNIVERSITY of Bedford¬ 
shire student who stamped on his 
heavily pregnant former girl¬ 
friend’s stomach to kill their 
unborn baby, because he was not 
ready to be a father, has been 
jailed for life. 

Kevin Wilson {right), 22, recruit¬ 
ed 17-year-old Taffari Grant to 
launch the attack on Malorie 
Bantala, also aformerBedfordshire 
student, after she refused to termi¬ 


nate the pregnancy. Wilson and 
Grant, both from the Longsfield 
Estate in Bermondsey, launched 
the ‘cowardly, vile and callous 
attack’ on Ms Bantala near her 
home on the Pelican Estate in 
Peckham on June 15 last year. 

In front of a packed public gal¬ 
lery on Thursday, Wilson was 
given a minimum term of 16 years 
for causing grievous bodily harm 
with intent and child destruction. 

Grant, who has the mental age of 
an eight-year-old, was jailed for 
ten years with an extra four on 
licence for the same offences. 


During the attack the pair kicked 
and stamped on Ms Bantala’s 
stomach as she curled into a ball 
crying out ‘my baby’ in an assault 
so vicious she broke two fingers 
trying to protect her unborn son, 
whom she was going to name Joel. 

In sentencing, Judge Mark 
Lucraft QC, told him: “The risk 
posed by anyone prepared to do 
what you did to a mother and her 
unborn baby is self evident. 

He added: “You were the father of 
the child and as such had a respon¬ 
sibility to ensure the continued 
well-being of mother and baby.”

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Authority’s car parks 
have raked in £857k

THE council made more than £800,000 from 
car parks last year, LoS can reveal. 

Luton Borough Council received £857,691 
from 15 parking spots in 2014-15, with Bute 
Street bringing in £247,463 alone, a report 
released this week showed. 

The authority owns 19 public and staff car 
parks which can hold a total of 1,228 vehicles. 

It is considering proposals to get rid of a 
number of sites, including Adelaide Street and 
Silver Street, as part of cost-cutting measures. 

Research by the RAC Foundation revealed 
that Luton made a £1.3 million profit from its 
entire parking operation last year. 

A council spokesman said surplus money 
from parking was spent on ‘other transport or 
traffic management schemes’. 

He added: “The council has already taken 
advantage of significant changes to road lay¬ 
outs in and around the town centre over the 
last year to introduce additional on-street 
parking bays. 

“We are about to embark on a review of park¬ 
ing availability and usage in and around the 
town that will meet the needs of residents, 
commuters and visitors and also support the 
investment opportunities that exist.”

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crimes such as robbery, GBH, 
rape, aggravated burglary 
and the possession of inde¬ 
cent images of children. 

Although no-one was 
arrested on our raid, it offered 
a glimpse into the force’s 
fight against knife and gun 
crime. 

Since the town’s spate of 
shootings in 2013 a number of 


individuals involved have 
been jailed whilst knife crime 
across the county has fallen 
by 20 per cent in the last five 
years. 

Superintendent Dave 
Quarmby said the day of 
action, called Operation Big 
Wing, allowed the force to 
focus on issues ‘important’ to 
its five-year strategy.

0LLY Martins has reiterated his 
intention to take control of the 
fire service if it makes eco¬ 
nomic sense for the police after 
coming under fire from political 
rivals. 

This follows a story last week 
where the Police and Crime 
Commisioner (PCC) said he 
would be ‘duty-bound’ to con¬ 
sider taking control of the fire 
service to save cash, which 


proposed legislation would 
allow for. 

Mr Martins said: “I’m content 
to see collaborative projects 
between the police force and 
fire service delivered and if 
that happens I’ve no intention 
to take over. 

“However, I would consider it 
if they fell apart and it made 
sense economically, given that 
I have £11 m of savings to make 


from the police budget.” 

Conservative candidate for 
PCC, Kathryn Holloway, who 
will be going up against Mr 
Martins in May’s election, has 
stated that she would not take 
on the role. 

Ms Holloway said: “You don’t 
get effective collaboration by 
holding a stick above some¬ 
one’s head.”

A FATHER says he has final¬ 
ly achieved justice for his 
daughter after she died of 
cervical cancer in 2007. 

Mike Sams, from 
Cambridgeshire, has 
achieved a change in law 
which will hold negligent 
doctors to account. 

Mr Sams said: “After many 
years of fighting the GMC 
and facing an uphill strug¬ 
gle, there is finally some jus¬ 
tice for Nikki. 

“I am absolutely delighted 
by this change.” 

The General Medical 
Council (GMC) has been 
given the power to challenge 
decisions of tribunals that 
hear cases against doctors 
who are alleged to have 
breached GMC standards. 

The change to the Medical 
Act means the GMC can 
appeal against tribunal 
decisions to the High Court 
of Justice in England and 
Wales, the Court of Session 
in Scotland and the High 
Court of Justice of Northern 
Ireland when it considers the 
tribunal has not adequately 


protected patients. 

Nikki, 26, who lived in 
Luton went to see her GP, Dr 
Navin Shankar on eight 
occasions. 

He ignored her pleas for 
hospital checks, and it was 
only after she moved from 
his practice, that she was 
diagnosed with having cer¬ 
vical cancer. 

Despite the GMC finding 
Shankar guilty of serious 
misconduct he was able to 


work under supervision, 
before he ultimately took his 
own name off the register. 

Luton South MP, Gavin 
Shuker said: “This was a 
shocking case that I was 
involved in early in my time 
as a Luton MP. 

“I hope this will help the 
Sams family to make sense 
of their loss, knowing that 
their work has helped enable 
a change in the law that will 
protect others.”

Residents protest as 
club funding slashed

WELLBEING clubs which 
face losing their council 
funding have warned that 
any cuts will be ‘devastat¬ 
ing’ for elderly residents. 

Members from Luton’s 14 
clubs held a protest outside 
Luton Town Hall on Monday. 

Hema O’Sullivan, secre¬ 
tary at the Dilkush 
Wellbeing Club in 
Dunstable Road, said 
the clubs receive 
‘just under £5,000’ 
from Luton 

Borough Council. 

The centres pro¬ 
vide support for 
elderly people, most of 
whom are ethnic minori¬ 
ties. Hema said they met 
council leader Hazel 
Simmons last week but held 
the protest to make a ‘plea’. 

She said: “The council is 
stopping our funding from 
the end of March and they 
said we should try to access 
other sources of funding like 
the Luton Airport funding, 
so we protested on Monday 
to save our clubs. 

“If they stop the clubs it

not be good. 
There are 450 service 
users and 250 volunteers, so 
the impact on the commu¬ 
nity would be devastating. 

“The average age of the 
users is 70 and many have 
medical problems. 

“Around 29 per cent of the 
users are carers who look 
after a spouse or children 
and 40 per cent are disabled. 

“Another 27 per cent live on 
their own so it’s wonderful 
for them to come to the club. 


“If they do not get that and 
the services are stopped 
then they will be isolated.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“The council reviewed all 
wellbeing groups in 2013. At 
that time all affected groups 
were informed and council 
staff have been working with 
them to find alternative 
sources of funding. 

“We are currently assisting 
a number of groups, includ¬ 
ing Dilkush, to apply for 
funding as a consortium.”

After all the people 
who lose if these projects are not 
delivered are the tax paying public of 
Bedfordshire. 

I am fascinated by the reaction of 
Bedford MP Mr Fuller to my letter, 
who used the cloak of Parliamentary 
Privilege to make totally spurious 
accusations about my intentions, sug¬ 
gesting I plan to close fire stations. 




Given I emailed him with details of 
the actual joint projects being worked 
on before he spoke I find his behav¬ 
iour particularly disappointing. 

The government is kicking the issue 
into the long grass, leaving the coun¬ 
ty about 300 officers short according 
to the chief constable.

Former cop facing 
grooming charges

A TEENAGE girl has told a 
jury how she was raped in a 
car by a man who was to 
become a police officer. 

She is alleged to be one of 13 
young victims of Mohammad 
Arshad, 35, of Ferndale Road, 
Luton, who is said to have 
‘trawled’ Facebook looking 
for teenage girls. 

He is on trial accused of 
grooming numerous under¬ 
age girls over the Internet 
before persuading them to 


have sexual activity with 
him. He denies 22 child sex 
offences charges. 

They relate to 13 alleged 
victims aged between 13 and 
16 during October 2012 and 
December 2014. 

The girl, who was 14 at the 
time and is now 17, said 
Arshad had driven her 
around Stopsley before head¬ 
ing out to Cockernhoe. 

She said he pulled into a 
field and started rubbing her 
leg despite her asking him to 
stop. She said she ended up in 
the backseat where Arshad 


joined her, pushed into her 
and she ended up lying down. 

The girl said he pulled her 
trousers and underwear 
down and raped her, but 
stopped when she screamed 
and jumped up. 

Arshad became a 
Bedfordshire Police consta¬ 
ble in April 2014 and was sus¬ 
pended in October 2014.

A QUARTER of the tickets for an arts festival 
which has been criticised have been sold, its 
organisers have said. 

Luton Culture said it was expecting its 
‘Lutonia’ festival, which runs from March 5 - 
April 2, to engage ‘around 8,000 people’. 

The event will be a mix of poetry, art, film, 
theatre, dance and music. 

Earlier this week campaigner Doreen 
Steinberg, who has been highly critical of the 
charity’s decision to shut Wigmore and 
Sundon Park libraries in 2014, said Luton 
Culture needed to ‘get its priorities right’. 

She said: “I think it’s a good idea to bring 
culture in the town but I do not think thou¬ 
sands of people will come to Luton - I know 
lots of people who will not even come to 
Luton at night. 

“I think that Luton Culture should get its 
priorities right and more than half of their 
money should go to libraries. I’m all in favour 
for these things but I think their priority 
should be to provide library services.” 

Luton Culture said: “Our aim is to provide a 
high quality programme of arts events for 
local people and also to attract people from 
beyond Luton to our vibrant town, helping to 
dispel myth of Luton as a cultural desert. 

“There is a demand for acts like Dr John 
Cooper Clarke. A quarter of the tickets have 
already gone, we’re expecting the event to sell 
out.” 

The charity also said money for event was 
coming out of its own ‘programming budget’.

Town road has 
links to British 
major general 



Howard Chandler looks at how Havelock Road 
in Luton came to be... 


LUTON is not alone in naming a road Havelock. 
There are many examples around the country 
and a number of public houses. 

In 1861 a statue of Havelock was erected in 
Trafalgar Square. His character appears in the 
‘Flashman’ novels of George MacDonald 
Fraser with the nickname ‘Gravedigger’. 

Sir Henry Havelock KCB was a successful 
British general who joined the army in 1815 
and saw active service in India and 
Afghanistan. He was a religious man who 
began the practice of distributing bibles to all 
soldiers as well as establishing bible classes 
and services for all ranks. 

He is particularly linked with India and his 
recapture of Cawnpore during the Indian 
Rebellion of 1857. He died of dysentery in 
November 1857, days after a siege at Lucknow 
was lifted. 

Havelock Road in High Town was named by 
1872 with Havelock Rise following in the early 
1900s.

A man who loved life and people’ 


LAST Sunday Keech Hospice 
patient Tony Jules passed away 
after being terminally ill and rais¬ 
ing £44,808 for charity. CARL 
MUNGAZI speaks to wife Denise 
about the legacy he left behind 


‘SELFLESS, community, togetherness’. 

For Denise Elcock, 60, wife of the late Tony 
Jules, she will forever remember her husband 
as a man who ‘loved life and loved people’. 

Tony, 63, who had terminal prostate cancer, 
passed away last Sunday at Keech Hospice in 
the presence of his loved ones. 

He entered public consciousness last 
August when he announced his desire to 
raise £40,000 for an ‘angel’, a new nurse who 
would be employed to care for other people 
at the hospice in condition. The fund 
reached its target last month. 

Denise said: “I am really proud of him. 
When he passed away I was at peace with 
myself because I was there when he took his 
last breath. What was really interesting is 
that friends and family were around him at 
the time talking about him. 

“When we finished talking about him, Tony 
actually responded to us. 

“If he could have put his thumbs up, he 
would have done. 

“He actually said, ‘you are correct, you are 
right. That’s it’, and then he took his last 
breath. I mean, we couldn’t believe it. We 
could not believe what had happened then. 

“But that was Tony anyway, he always 




wanted to have the last say. He was a fabu¬ 
lous guy and he always thought of people 
before himself.” 

Denise said they first discovered Tony had 
cancer in 2011. However, she added that he 
received the news in his characteristic ‘posi¬ 
tive’ manner. 

She said: “He was so positive in his think¬ 
ing that he decided, ‘this is not gonna beat 
me, I’m gonna beat it’, because it had already 
spread to his bones and lymph nodes. 

“Tony came home straight from the clinic 
and changed his diet immediately. 

“He suddenly was not taking sugar, having 


anything sweet, any wine or alcohol. He was 
not eating any red meat anymore. I’ve never 
seen anybody change their diet so suddenly. 

“He researched and refused chemotherapy 
and just continued to live.” 

When Tony’s condition grew worse he was 
moved to Keech where Denise said he was 
‘so impressed’ with the care. 

She said: “He was so impressed by the care 
that was given to him there that he felt we 
had to do something to help. 

“The very first time he thought of doing 
anything was his birthday on July 5 last year. 

“He said, ‘instead of people giving me pre¬ 


sents why don’t we ask them to give a contri¬ 
bution to the hospice’, and having done that 
we collected over £900.” 

Over the course of the campaign Denise 
said they received donations from all over 
the world. At the Luton’s Best Awards last 
November he won the Best Fundraiser 
award. 

Denise said Tony’s passion for his local 
community stretched back to his work on the 
Marsh Farm redevelopment project. She said 
the sadness felt by herself, sons Jonathan 
and Taj and the rest of the family was tem¬ 
pered by the memories he left behind. 

She said: “He was a very selfless man. He 
cared about others, was a community person 
and loved the word ‘togetherness’. 

“If you look at the CD he made for charity, 
it’s to do with togetherness and about how 
there shouldn’t be any barriers or anything 
like that. 

“He just loved life, loved people and wanted 
people to be positive and aware of what is 
happening around them. 

“One of the important lessons he wanted 
everyone to know is that hospices are not 
places to fear. A hospice does not mean 
death. 

“A hospice means life, living, making the 
best of what you got and helping others. 

“You know what’s going to happen to you, 
it’s going to happen to all of us but you know 
it’s going to happen, so in the mean time do 
something. 

“Sitting there feeling sorry for yourself 
doesn’t mean anything, it will not make you 
better quicker or make you die sooner but 
you can use that time to help others.”

always been passionate 
about wildlife.

Excuse the repetitive nature of the introduction but 
if you plan on attending the 33rd Luton Beer and Cider 
Festival next weekend then you had better get yourself 
prepared. 

Billed as the place to be for ‘beer and cider con¬ 
noisseurs’, the event will take place at the High Town 
Community Sports & Arts Centre on York Street for 
the tenth year in a row. 

The festival, run entirely by volunteers, will show¬ 
case the best brews from Bedfordshire and the sur¬ 
rounding area, with over 100 ales and 20 ciders on 
offer, as well as a selection of bottled beers. 

An addition to this year is the National Parks bar, 
featuring tipples from breweries from some of the UK’s 
national parks, including Dartmoor, Lake District and 
Peak District. 

Last year saw nearly 2,000 people visit the festival 
and nearly 7,000 pints of real ale and cider served 
over the three days. 


Festival organiser Mike Coombes said: “Real ale 
takes real skill to look after and we pride ourselves on 
being a showcase of how it should be done. 

“We aim not only to provide seasoned ale fans with 
some new and exciting beers to try, but we also want 
to introduce as many new visitors as possible to the 
many styles and flavours available in the world of good 
beer.” 

Last year the event was used to mark the plight of 
pub closures across the country and Mike said this 
year’s festival would focus on the same theme. 

He said: “It’s a long slog and pubs are still closing 
so we still need to fight. We intend to do more this 
year. 

“What we we have done in Luton is have the 
English Rose listed as a community asset. 

“That’s one way of preserving the pub and making 
it harder for developers to get planning permission. We 
have other locations in mind but we still have not 
decided so we are going to do that once the festival is 
order. 


He added: “Last year around 8,000 pints of glori¬ 
ous real ale were savoured across the three days in an 
atmosphere of fun and enjoyment. 

“Local members of the Campaign for Real Ale give 
up their time to organise what is one of the region’s 
favourite beer festivals. 

“It’s a fixture in the calendar that thousands of peo¬ 
ple look forward to every year and it will be great to 
see real ale fans flocking to us again during this half 
term.” 

On Thursday night the 2016 South Bedfordshire 
CAMRA Branch Pub of the Year will be announced. 

Live music will take place on Friday and Saturday 
nights in one of the halls but for those who want to 
drink in peace there will be two halls available. 

A selection of hot food will be available from the 
Active Luton cafe at lunchtimes and evenings until 
9pm. 

Entry is free to CAMRA members at all times and 
£3 for non-members on Thursday and Friday, and £2 
on Saturday. Doors open 12pm-11pm.

ELUSIVE graffiti artist Banksy 
has been busy making a political 
point about the migrant crisis 
with scathing new artworks on 
the French embassy in London 
and a tunnel wall in the Calais 
refugee camp. 

They’ve both been removed or 
destroyed, but here’s one of his 
pieces that has remained - 
relatively - unscathed, and 
comes with a three-bedroom 
house attached. His famous Spy 
Booth artwork, showing spooks 
in brown trench coats listening 
into a phone conversation, 
appeared just a few miles from 
GCHQ, Britain’s intelligence 
and security agency, in April 
2014 - months after former CIA 
employee Edward Snowden 
exposed intelligence techniques 
used by the secret services. 

Banksy art can fetch six-figure 
sums, and one collector in the 
United States offered owner 
David Possee more than Elm to 
take down the mural and move it 
to his home in New York. 
However, the local council in 
Cheltenham quickly gave the 8ft 
high tourist magnet listed 
building protection to stop it 



being altered. It means the 
property’s new owner won’t be 
able to cash in by removing the 
work and selling it on. Although 
this house is valued at £210,000, 
the new owner will also have to 
fork out for a complete overhaul 
as the living room, dining room, 
kitchen/breakfast room and 
patio courtyard are in a pretty 
bad state - and the mural itself 
has been vandalised.

Notorious hospital's home start 



DAVID Bowie was inspired to 
pen Jump They Say and All The 
Madmen about his step-brother 
Terry Burns who committed 
suicide in 1985 by laying on 
railway tracks. Burns had been a 
patient at Cane Hill psychiatric 
hospital which, ironically, had 
featured on the American 
release of Bowie’s 1970 album 
The Man Who Sold The World. 

Other stars also have links to 
the former lunatic asylum, 
including Michael Caine, whose 
epileptic half-brother David lived 
at Cane Hill - a secret their 
mother kept from the family for 
50 years. Charlie Chaplin’s 
mother Hannah was a patient 
there in the early 1900s. 

Opened in 1882, the main part 
of the site closed in 1991 as the 
NHS focused on its Care in the 
Community mental health 
programme. Once derelict, it 
became a target for arsonists, 
vandals and ghost-hunters; a 
documentary film maker 


reported seeing the figure of a 
man wandering around the trees 
near the grave of the hospital’s 
first superintendent Sir James 
Moody. 

It’s now been given a complete 
overhaul by developers and only 
the chapel, water tower and part 
of the facade of the 
administration building remain. 

Families are expected to start 


moving into the first of 650 new 
homes soon, with prices for a 
four-bedroom property starting 
at £619,995.

uge crowds 
gathered on a 
beach in Wales last 
summer to witness 
the iconic 
Sunbeam Bluebird motoring at 
a sedate 50mph along the sand. 

But driver Don Wales wasn’t 
trying to break records, he was 
recreating iconic pictures from 
the original run in the 
painstakingly restored car in 
which his grandfather Sir 
Malcolm Campbell had broken 
the land speed record nine 
decades ago. 

The fast-living former RAF 
pilot first made motoring 
history in 1924 at 146.16mph at 
Pendine Sands near 
Carmarthen Bay and went on 
to became a national hero after 
topping 300mph on Bonneville 
Salt Flats in Utah nine years 
later. 



Having conquered the track, 
the speed-loving Campbell 
turned his attentions to the 
water, setting a series of 
records and eventually 
reaching 142mph on the Lake 
District’s Coniston Water in 
1939. Son Donald carried on the 
family tradition but died in 


1967 when his jet-powered boat, 
the Bluebird K7, broke up as he 
was travelling at more than 
300mph on Coniston. 

At the height of his fame in 
the 1930s, Malcolm Campbell 
owned grade II listed Headley 
Hall in Epsom, Surrey. When 
war broke out in 1939, he was 
so concerned for his family’s 
safety that he built a vast bomb 
shelter on the estate as well as 
a secure cellar storage for his 
many racing trophies. 

Built in the late 18th century, 
the eight-bedroom country 
house is set in 43 acres, which 
includes woodland. It features 
a ballroom, cellars, staff 
accommodation, swimming 
pool and pool house, and tennis 
court. It’s on the market for

FAB-Four joker Ringo Starr is a 
hard rocking pensioner, touring 
the globe with his All-Starr band 
and living a healthy Californian 
lifestyle. 

But the 75-year-old was a 
sickly child who was once in 
hospital for a year and learnt to 
read and write at home during 
his many absences from school. 

The Beatles drummer spent 
much of this enforced leave in a 
modest Liverpudlian two-up 
two-down -10 Admiral Grove in 
Toxteth - after moving in as a 
young boy with his mother, and 
called it home until he was 21. 

The house still attracts fans 
daily as it’s part of the official 
Beatles Tour. Former tenant 
Margaret Gorse, who lived there 
for 37 years, used to invite people 
inside until her death last year. 

It’s now up for grabs at

Renault Kadjar 

Take a look inside... 


The Renault Kadjar dives into the 
crossover market, firing a broad¬ 
side at the likes of the Mazda 
CX5, the Volkswagen Tiguan and 
the Hyundai Tucson. It’s a good- 
looking thing based on the same 
running gear as its alliance sibling, 
the Nissan Qashqai. Offered in 
either front or all-wheel drive, 
first impressions seem extremely 
promising. 

The Kadjar runs on what they 
call the CMF-C/D platform, 
terminology which might make 
as little sense to you as the name 
‘Kadjar’. In fact, it references Re¬ 
nault and Nissan’s largest shared 
modular chassis. This model uses 
much the same 1.5 and 1.6-litre 
turbodiesel engines seen in the 
Qashqai, the 1.5-litre unit devel¬ 
oping I I Obhp and offering the op¬ 
tion of EDC twin clutch automatic 
transmission. And the 1.6-litre 
unit offering 130bhp and alone of¬ 
fering the option of 4WD. There’s 
also a 1.2-litre 13Obhp TCe petrol 
option for those wanting it. 

The basic suspension setup 
is also carried over from the 
Qashqai, albeit with some 
Renault-specific tuning. It’s ma¬ 
noeuvrable in town, with a tight 
10.72m turning circle and the 
driving position has been designed 
to mirror that of a typical saloon, 


rather than a high-set 4x4. 

It’s not designed for anything 
too serious off-road but is still 
offered in both front and all-wheel 
drive guises. The front-wheel 
drive versions are fitted with an 
‘Extended Grip’ system, which is 
claimed to enhance grip on low- 
traction surfaces. The all-wheel- 
drive system offers three specific 
modes: Auto, Lock and FWD. If 
you do choose to take the Kadjar 
off the beaten track, a 19cm high 
ground clearance lends it some 
ability, while front and rear skid 
plates will help if the 18 degree 
approach and 25 degree depar¬ 
ture angles prove insufficient. 

The fascia is neatly executed 
with decent materials choices. 

The boot is a useful 42-litres big¬ 
ger than a Qashqai’s at 472-litres. 

The success of the Nissan 
Qashqai has been a phenomenon 
and it seems bizarre that partner 
Renault has been left out in the 
cold for so long with no spin-off 
crossover vehicle. The Kadjar is 
a case of ‘better late than never’ 
and while there is the chance that 
it will scavenge a few Nissan sales, 
Renault firmly believes that it’ll 
be sufficiently strong to purloin 
more than a few orders from Kia, 
Volkswagen and other makers of 
medium-sized crossovers.

The fleecing of 
fans has to stop 


AS more and more money 
flooded into football, it was 
often felt as if the last group 
of people that are thought 
about are the ones that turn 
up week after week and year 
after year; the fans. 

This came to mind when 
Newcastle United had to 
travel down to Bournemouth 
for a Saturday lunchtime 
kick-off in November. 

Newcastle have an extreme¬ 
ly loyal fan base, but even 
theirs may have been tested 
to the limit by the thought of 
travelling from one end of the 
country to the other because 
of the whims of a TV compa¬ 
ny. 

The loyalty of fans towards 
their club is something that 
is too often unreciprocated 
with a season ticket holder of 
30-plus years or a newcomer 
to the terraces treated the 
same - as a customer. 

This is particularly the case 
higher up in English football, 
with clubs greedily raising 



ticket prices way above the 
rate of inflation, despite the 
soaring price of TV rights and 
sponsorship deals that other¬ 
wise brings money in. 

Using ‘demand’ as an 
excuse, they have continued 
with their money-grabbing 
ways for years, but thankfully 
it looks as if things are finally 
coming to ahead. 

At Anfield last week, around 
10,000 Liverpool fans walked 
out in the 77th minute of 
their match with Sunderland 
in protest at a planned rise of 
the most expensive band of 
tickets to £77 next season 
from this year’s high of an 


already princely £59. 

It set a precedent in that 
supporters were fighting back 
against their own club’s 
shameless profiteering by 
leaving them with a sparsely 
populated stadium, and it 
had the desired effect. 

On Wednesday Liverpool’s 
owners, Lenway Sports 
Group, scrapped the plan - 
meaning the battle was won. 
Hopefully there will be more 
victories like this for support¬ 
ers to come. 

There are some that are still 
missing the point, like The 
Times’ Matthew Syed, who 
showed that even the most 
intelligent of us can spout 
nonsense sometimes. 

Usually so insightful in his 
analysis, Syed misunder¬ 
stood the situation entirely 
with one of his arguments 
being that fans don’t have to 

go- 

Lootball fans don’t go to 
watch their team because 
they have to: they go because

they want to. 

Lootball loves to market 
itself as a sport of the people, 
while other sports like rugby 
or tennis have to fight against 
stereotypes that they’re the 
preserve of the privileged. 

But how can it be when the 
top end of it is willing to price 
so many people out of watch¬ 
ing their team? 

■ It never ceases to amaze 
me how often a player tries to 


be clever in a penalty shoot¬ 
out only to wind up looking a 
bit of a plank. 

Gareth Southgate’s mother 
had it right when she asked 
her son “why didn’t you just 
belt it?” after his tame effort 
in England’s Euro 96 semi¬ 
final against Germany effort 
was saved. 

It’s a question that may 
have gone through the heads 
of Peterborough United pair 
Martin Samuelsen and Lee 


Angol on Wednesday night 
after they fluffed their lines 
against West Brom. 

The Posh were dreaming of 
an PA Cup upset, but were 
undone by a couple of young¬ 
sters who tried to over-com¬ 
plicate the situation. 

Angol’s in particular was a 
shocker - it was certainly the 
first time I’ve watched a 
shoot-out and thought ‘he’s 
missed’ as soon as he’s start¬ 
ed his run-up.

Hatters cave 
in to the Dons

AFC WIMBLEDON 4

DEMORALISING. Not the 
final score, though it was one 
of their worst defeats of the 
season. 

More that Luton’s afternoon 
at AFC Wimbledon was effec¬ 
tively over by the 25th minute. 

By then it was already clear 
that the hosts’ two goals in as 
many minutes would be pain¬ 
fully decisive. It marked the 
663rd day since the last time 
Town overturned a losing 
position - where they’ve con¬ 
ceded first - into a winning 
one. That, for the record, was 
against Forest Green Rovers 
in the Conference. 

Since their return to the 
Football League this has 


become a major monkey on 
their back. By now that ape is 
gorilla sized, though only one 
of many reasons why they sit 
in 14th place and ten points 
off the play-offs. 

At Kingsmeadow - were 
Luton played their first non¬ 
league game in 2009 - the all 
too familiar feeling was that, 
in an underwhelming first 
half, they never looked put¬ 
ting the skids on that record. 

And under new boss Nathan 
Jones this was the first time 
they have looked suspect at 
the back. 

His team passed, passed 
and passed again, dominat¬ 
ing possession, but rarely in 
dangerous Dons’ territory 
and with three strikers on the 
pitch - Paul Benson, Jack 
Marriott and Craig Mackail- 
Smith - those frustrations 
were never more apparent. 

By the closing stages of the 


first half when Derby County 
loan man Kelle Roos - 
Wimbledon’s debutant sec¬ 
ond choice keeper - had beat¬ 
en away a long range Cameron 
McGeehan stinger and denied 
Paul Benson at close quarters 
it was already a desperate sit¬ 
uation. 

That’s because Ryan 
Sweeney had headed AFC in 
front via deflection off a Luton 
player, with goalie Elliot 
Justham in no man’s land and 
then, two minutes later, Lyle 
Taylor headed in courtesy of a 
generous deflection by Alan 
Sheehan. 

Really, what happened after 
that was little more than a 
footnote because of that 
inauspicious Football League 
record of Town’s. 

It was even more elementary 
once the Dons had ruthlessly 
bagged another two-minute 
double straight after half

time. Sean Rigg rattled in an 
arrow before Taylor claimed a 
brace with a thumping effort 
from a corner. 

“To come out in the second 
half and concede two quick 
goals obviously kills the 
game,” said Jones, adding: 
“Defensively, we were poor, 
very, very poor.” 

For their part, Luton 
improved marginally from 


there, but even with a rather 
large cigar on the Wombles 
went relatively untroubled at 
the back. 

It took a scorcher from Jack 
Marriot, on the hour, to deny 
the Londoners a clean sheet 
and at least afford the Hatters 
a consolation, while a Stephen 
O’Donnell cross-cum-shot hit 
the top of the bar. 

McGeehan would have to 


resort to underhand tactics - 
well, handball tactics in fact 
- to make the Dons’ net bulge 
for a second time when he 
turned Marriott’s cross in 
with his arm and got a cau¬ 
tion for his troubles. 

Collectively though, and 
encouraging as his first 
month has been, there’s still 
plenty of those for Jones to 
correct.
